Landscape of Dance Women in 
Modern Dance 


The history of modern dance 
is rich with contributions of women. 
Their influence on the world of 
modern dance was celebrated along 
with the founding of Hollins on 
February 20, 1997. With members 
of renowned companies such as 
Merce Cunningham and Martha 
Graham, and panelists such as Gerri 
Houlihan, a soloist with the Metro¬ 
politan Opera Ballet, recognition 
was given to these women and oth¬ 
ers who have shaped this art form. 

Pioneer performers, choreogra¬ 
phers as well as teachers were on 
hand to share with students, faculty 
and guests their persepetives on 
modern dance and its history, as 
well as the contributions of women 
such as themselves. Betty Jones, 
founding member of the Jose Limon 
Dance Company and co-founder of 


the Honolulu-based Dances We 
Dance Company was a panelist, as 
was Paula Levine, a professor of 
dance emeritus here at Hollins. 
Levine worked with Hollins to bring 
such talent to inspire dancers here at 
Hollins who have gained tremendous 
respect, popularity and recognition 
within the past few years. 

Jack Arnold, who has been a 
guest artist and teacher here at Hol¬ 
lins, also took his first dance classes 
and performed in his first concerts 
here, while a student at nearby Wash¬ 
ington and Lee.

Gerri Houlihan and Betty Jones, 
Sophie Maslow, founding member of 
the Martha Graham Dance Company 
and the New Dance Group in New 
York City, Martha Myers who is 
dean of the prestigious American 
Dance Festival and others. Directly 
after this tribute concert, three live 
performances were given entitled 
“Negro Spirituals,” “Dust Bowl Bal¬ 
lads,” and “Heart.” 

All in all it was a wonderful 
inspiring day, and a tribute to women 
in many ways. Hopefully, the incred¬ 
ible work done throughout not only 
the dance program but Hollins Rep¬ 
ertory Dance Company as well will 
continue for years to come.

Amid all of the trustees, friends of 
Hollins, the Charles Lewis Cocke 
family, faculty, guest artists, staff and 


students, was a group of people secretly 
waiting in the back of the Chapel.

Her 
brother and his family generously donated 
three million dollars to the Capital Cam¬ 
paign Fund to name the library after this 
wonderful woman. 

And what a wonderful surprise it was, 
for Wyndham had been kept in the dark, 
and could barely speak her thanks to the 
family and friends that joined her at the 
front of the Chapel after the announce¬ 
ment was made to the entire Hollins com¬ 
munity. 

The library, with ground breaking 
scheduled for May of 1997, will be named 
the Wyndham Robertson Memorial Li¬ 
brary. It will be to the left of the Chapel, 
in the existing parking lot, to be completed 
in December of 1998. 

Many appreciative thanks to 
Wyndham and her family, for such dedica¬ 
tion to Hollins. As one student stated, 
"can’t you sec students saying, 'I’m off to 
Wyndham’?"

With many alums, 
visiting past Presidents and those of 
other colleges and universities, 
friends, students, faculty and staff, it 
was indeed a full chapel for the cer¬ 
emony. Most of the weekend's 
events centered around the platform, 
"Women's Strategies for Success." 

Janet Rasmussen was born in 
the resident firming community of 
Paxton, Illinois, with its population 
of about 5,000. After spending a 
year abroad in Denmark, she chose 
to study at the University of Illinois. 
While then spending a year at the 
University of Oslo, she met her hus¬ 
band-to-be, Ulf. After attending 
Harvard to complete her doctorate, 


she then became the vice president of 
academic affairs at Nebraska 
Wesleyan University in Lincoln, Illi¬ 
nois. 

Among one of the first orders 
of business for President Rasmussen 
is to 'get to know Hollins.' In her 
words, "I have to be a student. I 
have to do a lot of listening and a lot 
of studying.. .if you leap over that, 
there's a danger, even with the best 
intentions." A greater understanding 
of Hollins certainly would make for 
a better President and one who is 
connected with the community. 

However, as a student, she does 
not plan to attend solely to learning 
and listening to Hollins. Giving 
back to the community is also high 
on the agenda for President 
Rasmussen, and to encourage stu¬ 
dent leaders, as well as herself, to 
"develop attention to all the aspects

of their lives.. .to renew [themselves] 
so that [they and she] can provide 
effective leadership." 

During the inauguration, student 
leaders welcomed President 
Rasmussen, as did faculty and staff. 
Past Presidents Paula Brownlee and 
Jane Margaret "Maggie" O'Brien were 
honored by an anonymous donor, to 
establish the $500,000 Paula P. 
Brownlee Professorship in Science, 
and $250,000 to underwrite state of 
the art equipment in the Jane Marga¬ 
ret O'Brien Multimedia Classroom. 

President Rasumssen's speech 
was her first address to the Hollins 
community. Her "message" was a 
metaphor, "Hollins is the landscape 
of creativity." Through a discussion 
of two aspects of this Hollins land¬ 
scape, as Rasmussen describes, space 
and spirit, active lives, community and 


change were embarked upon. 

The most memorable moment 
was the voices of the entire student 
body resounding with the Hollins 
motto, Levavi Oculos. And to close, 
"Holl ins is the landscape of 
creativitiy, a garden proudly planted 
amid the beauty of the Roanoke Val¬ 
ley, a community shaped by tradition 
and place and constantly renewed by 
spirit and space.. .In a spirit of love, 
honoring this special space, let us 
move forward together into the 
twenty-first century, preparing Hol¬ 
lins for her third dynamic century." 

Students, faculty and staff alike, 
confident in her abilities, her leader¬ 
ship, and her plans for the future of 
Hollins extend our warmest welcome 
to President Rasmussen, and of 
course, Ulf!
